WASHINGTON, Jan. 9—Pres- 
ident fEisenhower was back at 
the White House today to test 
the reaction of his heart to a 
full-work load, after indicating 
yesterday he may have reached 
a very tentative decision on 
whether to seek re-election.

The President went to his 
office at 8:30 a.m. to begin an 
important trial period of four 
or five weeks.

2. For commodities on

Mr. Eisenhower emphasized 
that historically the United 
States has supported the icea 
of family-sized owner-operated 
farms.

SENATE GROUP 
SCOLDS ARMY ON 
WASTE OF TENTS 


Says Shelters Lay in 
Rain, and Loss Could |: 
Have Run to as Much 
as $2,500,000. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9. (UP) 
~—Senate military investigators 


sternly reprimanded the Army 
yesterday for “waste and in- 
efficiency” in the way it “care- 
lessly". handled 1195 tents for 
Nikegnti-aircraft centers. 

The Senate preparedness sub- 
committee said taxpayers stood 
to lose as much as $2,500,000 
if its investigators had not 
spotted some of the tents lying 
out in the wind and rain at 
Fort Meade, Md., last July. 

The subcommittee, headed by 
Senate Democratic Leader Lyn- 
don B. Johnson, declared that 
the incident, if typical, “reflects 
a deplorable laxness in the cur- 
rent practice of cost conscious- 
ness in the Army.” 


Ordered Too Many Tents. 

The subcommittee charged 
that through “careless errors” 
the Army ordered far too many 
tents, including some for Nike 
centers where permanent hous- 
ing was available. 

It demanded that the Army 
let it know what finally happens | 
to the 1195 tents, now scattered | 
along the Atlantic seaboard. It | 
also warned Army Secretary 
Wilbur Brucker that Congress 
will not stand for “puffing up” 
military orders and urged him 
to take “disciplinary action” 
against offenders. 

Early last October the Thirty- | 
fifth Nike Anti-Aircraft Brigade | 
ordered 1167 tents to house its 
men. It dropped the request | 
to 421 in mid-October, but) 
raised it to 1195 in late Novem- 
ber on the personal request of 
Brig, Gen, Tom V, Stayton, 
brigade commander. | 


The tents are 16 by 16-foot 
structures with wooden floors. 
They sleep six men, eight in an 
emergency, and cost about! 
$1500 each. 

The Army ordered that the. 
Nike sites were to be manned | 
as soon as they were built. | 
Stayton ruled that his installa- | 
tions ghould have tents for their 
full complement of men, not 
just for “alert crews.” | 


Tents Called Necessary. 

In December, the Army took 
some of the tents out of reserve 
stocks and shipped them to 
posts in Maryland, Virginia and 
Pennsylvania, The subcommit- | 
tee said anti-aircraft headquar- | 
ters in Colorado had been as- 
sured by Col. E. H. Shumate, 
who made an on-the-spot sur- | 


vey, that the tents really were 


needed. 

Tents destined for the Army’s 
Edgewood (Md.) chemical cen-' 
ter were refused there, appar- | 
ently because the commanding 
officer had not been told he was 
responsible for any Nike units. 

The Edgewood commander 


sent his tents to Fort Meade, § 


Md., where subcommittee in- 
vestigators saw them lying out 
“exposed to the elements.” 

If the investigators had not 
happened along, the subcommit- 
tee said, the Army would almost 
certainly have ordered new 
tents to replace about 744 taken 
out of reserve stocks. The sub- 
committee said the new tents 
would have cost some $2,500,000.

N THIS SESSION no problem before the Congress demands 
more urgent attention than the paradox facing our farm 
families. Although agriculture is our basic industry, they find 
their prices and incomes depressed amid the nation’s greatest 
prosperity. For five years, their economy has declined. Unless 
corrected, these economic reversals are a direct threat to the

Once more the question, “What is 
wrong with those high schools which 
offer inadequate English training?” 

How does a teacher teach a boy 
or girl to write well?. Some students 


need little help. They imitate the 
acceptable usage and coherent struc 
ture of the language they hear in 
their homes. Others, however, for a 


variety of reasons, are incapable of 
this, and to them a teacher must give 
individual instruction. 

A student learns to write by writ 
{ing frequently, by working with a 


teacher who has the time to read his 
themes carefully and to. criticize 
them constructively, and, if neces 


sary, by rewriting an entire

Unfortunately, instruction of 
nature is often called “remedial 
work” or “extra help” when in real 
ity it is minimum education It is 
also expensive education, as any ad 
ministrator of a large public high 
school will point out 

If an English teacher time is uti 
lized efficiently through a schedule 
of five classes, each having 30 stu 
cents, and three halls in an 
eight-period day, instructional costs

Sudan, a New Nation, on Its Way 

The Sudan has too long been known simply 
as a strange land south of Egypt, producing cot- 
ton, ivory and gum arabic, and restless under the 
condominium of Cairo and London. It was here 
that Kipling’s spear-hurling Fuzzy-Wuzzy gave 
rifle-shooting Tommy Atkins some of his blood- 
lest fights. And at Khartoum the mad warrior- 
prophet, Mahdi, killed Queen Victoria's great 
soldier, Gen. Charles (Chinese) Gordon, in 1885. 
But at Omdurman, 13 years later, Lord Kitch- 
ener smashed the Dervishes and brought the 
Sudan under an Anglo-Egyptian control that en- 
dured until this past Dec. 31. 

Now the Sudan is attracting attention as the 
world’s newest republic, a country of 9,000,000 
persons living in a 967,500 square-mile area of 
cotton, desert and jungle, and just recognized 
by the United States. But in its newfound free- 
dom the Sudan is striking out on its own along 
a way that will not be easy. This largest self- 
governing country in Africa faces many dangers. 

The Soviet Union, which seldom overlooks a 
chance to extend its tentacles, is busily making 
overtures to Premier Ismail el Azhari. There are 
many opportunities for Soviet agents to turn to 
advantage in Africa's fifth native independent 
nation. The Sudanese have never agreed among 
themselves on anything except the desire for in- 
dependence. The north is far ahead in culture 
and political development, so far ahead that the 
almost primitive tribesmen of the south are in 
fear of submergence. Such a situation is fraught 
with potential trouble. Then there is Cairo, not 


too happy at seeing its neighbor indépendent, 
keeping an anxious eye on the Nile since the 
Sudan controls the headwaters of this river so 
vital to Egypt. There is encouragement in the 
fact the older colonial nations for which disaster 
in freedom had been predicted are still progress- 
ing despite the world’s quickening pace. Life in 
Africa probably has changed more in the last 
10 years than in the previous 1000. Yet if the 
Sudan keeps in mind the wishes and the well- 
being of its minorities and steers away from 
the international rocks and shoals the chances 
are that it will come through with its blue, green 
and yellow-barred flag flying proudly. 
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Little Time for Choice 

That public pressure—even short of a throw- 
the-rascals-out election—has a potent influence 
on politicians was demonstrated when the St.

This hands-off attitude, however, should not 
be taken as a sure sign that a satisfactory Board 
of Freeholders eventually will offer St. Louis 
voters a new charter for their approval or rejec- 
tion.

While ward and precinct leaders refused to go 
along with a scheme to remove almost 3000 city 
jobs from the civil service lists, the process of 
partial revision at least gives them a chance to 
avoid the broadening of civil service through a 
new charter. They refrained from backing a 
grab which is too raw for the voters, but they 
seem determined to hold onto their patronage. 

Public demand and Mayor Tucker's backing 


may well induce the Aldermen to vote at Fri-' 


day's meeting for the election of freeholders. 
They should be convinced by now that to do 
otherwise would be to risk their own political 
careers. But some politicians undoubtedly feel 
that they can keep matters under control by 
dominating the election. 

If the freeholders are to be chosen, according to 
Mayor Tucker's plan, on March 6, the last filing 
date for candidates will come a month earlier. 
That will leave little time to get names on the 
ballots. Politicians of both parties will have no 
trouble in putting together a full slate in a 
hurry. More difficulty will be involved in bring- 
ing ont 13 citizens who would study charter 
problems with integrity and intelligence and 
without political motivations 

It seems less than prudent to expect the kind 
of bipartisan support which was accorded the 
drafters of the proposed 1950 charter. Poli- 
ticians of both parties worked for the defeat of 
that charter once they learned of its provisions. 
This time they seem inclined to take no chances. 
ff they were to succeed in electing a narrowly 
political board, the result might be as bad as no 
Board of Freeholders at all 

The lesson for the supporters of charter re- 
form is clear. They must unite as soon as they 
can to select acceptable candidates and to work

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Police Work in the County 

The St. Louis county grand jury's report that 
some municipalities are failing to co-operate 
with the new County Police Department is dis- 
quieting and disappointing 

It is disquieting because co-operation between 
the lightly-manned County Department and the 
small municipal forces is important to the pro- 
tection of life and property west of Skinker 
boulevard. It is disappointing because it iIndi- 
cates that some municipal police chiefs may still 
be clinging to old prejudices against the non- 
political County Police force. 

The grand jury suggests one method by which 
the municipalities could display their willing- 
ness to work with the new force would be to 
speed up their acceptance of the county police's 
deputization program. This permits members of 
city departments to be deputized as county offi- 
cers provided the municipal forces met certain 
minimum standards. 

These provide among other things that the 
municipal officers must be free to enforce the 
laws without political pressure, that they in- 
clude no persons convicted of a felony in their 
numbers and that they agree to participate in 
certain kinds of training. Surely these standards 
are not so onerous that every municipal force 
can't meet them. 

Municipal officers who have been deputized 
May pursue criminals beyond the boundaries of 
their own towns. And while the municipality 
would be under no obligation to augment the 
County Department it could give such help on 
a voluntary basis in emergencies. 

The County Police Department is here to stay. 
Since the municipalities have everything to gain 
by co-operating with it, they ought not to lose 
any more time in joining the team.

Secretary of Agriculture has outlined a farm program but his 
actions are not always consistent with it and are sometimes 
contrary, writer says; 


his purchase program to relieve market 


glut helps middle-men more than farmers ‘at end of line.’

Agriculture Secretary Ezra Benson, 
who is commonly regarded as the moral 
pillar of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion, must: figure that American farm- 
ers have lost the faculty of memory. 


The embattled Secretary now is plug- 
ging a six-point plan for rescuing the 
farm economy, which has slumped. Ben- 
son first unveiled the plan Oct. 29, and 
re-unveiled it at the big G.O.P. pow- 
wow in Chicago. A few uneasy Re- 
publicans from farm areas were com- 
forted. 

The _ significant 
thing is that since 


his confirmation 
Benson has ig- 
nored, slighted, or 


curtafled the very 
programs in his 
plan. For example: 

1. He called for 
a stepped-up pro- 
gram of surplus 
disposal and an in- 
crease of agricul- 
tural exports. 

Comment: Since 
1953 Benson has 
had the authority 
to sell or give away up to a billion dol- 
lars of surplus commodities. President 
Eisenhower boasted of the surplus dis- 
posal program in his 1955 State of the 
Union message. But it was not until 
after the message that anything was 
moved. Little has been moved to date. 
In short, Benson has dawdled. 


It should be noted that any dumping 
plan is controversial. Friendly food- 
exporting nations, such as Canada, 
could be hurt if we unloaded. And 
they could retaliate. The end result 
might be a poorer domestic market. 

2. Benson demanded a vigorous pur- 
chase program to relieve market gluts 
.. . to assist farmers in adjusting to 
market demands. 


Comment: The cattle-buying pro- 
gram of last year and the hog-buying 
program of this year are examples of 
what Benson was talking about. Under 
Benson, the Agriculture Department at- 
tempts to help the farm by buying the 
finished product (sausage, say) from 
the packer. The farmer, at the end 
of the line, is the last to realize any 
benefits from the support program. 
Thus the price of hogs has fallen $2 
since the present program began. 

3. Benson wants a bigger soil con-

servation and incentive payment pro- 
gram to divert crop land to grass and 
trees. 


Comment: Benson started off his 
career at Agriculture by cutting the 
conservation payments program (ACP) 
40 per cent. Congress thwarted him. 
In fact, Congress has forced conserva- 
tion funds into Benson's unwilling 
hands for three years. He has always 
gotten more than he asked for. 

4. He urges extension of the rural 
development program for low income 
farmers. 


Comment: Benson is talking about 
the Farmers’ Home Administration, He 
has for three years attempted to cut 
FHA lending power. Benson put Wil- 
liam Mitchell in FHA. Mitchell was 
fired from the Small Business Admin- 
istration for being too tight-fisted. 


Benson twice raised FHA interest 
rates, first 42 per cent, and then 2 
per cent. The last raise, which was 
sneaked through, applied to disaster 
loans mostly in drouth areas. Agricul- 
ture charged farmers were “abusing” 
the disaster loan program by borrowing 
from FHA instead of banks. But the 
law stipulates that FHA cannot lend 
until all banks have refused loans. 


5. Benson wants a bigger and better 
research program. 

Comment: Benson began by cutting 
the Truman research budget 5 per 
cent. He also cut the Agriculture Re- 
search Administration budget $2,300,- 
000. Animal research, disease control, 
dairy herd improvements, and dairy 
products would have been affected. The 
mext year he asked for the amount 
recommended in the Truman budget, 
but still urged a cutback in appropria- 
tions for plant and animal disease con- 
trol. (Congress resisted his recom- 
mendations.) 


6. Benson called for a Great Plains 
program to improve land use and farm- 
ing practices in dry areas. 


Comment: This seems to be a catch- 
all involving the “soil bank” concept, 
which Benson advocates now. 

Under this plan, the Government 
would pay farmers to plant cover crops 
on marginal production land. This is 
considered the only solution of the 
wheat problem by some. Benson twice 
last year had gone on record against 
the soil bank plan.

Between Book Ends 


Where Work Is Inspiration 
ISRAEL, THE ETERNAL IDEAL, by Irving Miller: 
(Farrar, Straus and Cudahy, 139 Pgs. $2.75.) 

In Israel, the story is told of the early 
settlers who fed their cattle while they 
themselves went hungry. The explana- 
tion was a simple one. “After all,” the 
pioneers said wryly, “we are Zionists; 
they are not.” 


How the Zionists got that way, and 
what happened as a result, is the sub- 
ject of Rabbi Miller’s latest book. The 
author, one of the country’s foremost 
Zionist spokesmen, has written an ex- 
planation of “the age-old origins and 
fresh events which gave rise to the re- 
birth of a nation and its land.” 


What are some of these origins and 
these events? The largest numbers of 
Jews who immigrated to the Holy Land 
came in flight from persecution, rather 
than in search of an ideal. But in the 
land of Israel, Rabbi Miller holds, some- 
thing happened. A spirit of self-deliv- 
erance seized the Jews who had come 
in flight and in 
panic from the 
ghettos of Europe. 
Inspiration grew 
out of the chal- 
lenge of the land, 
and out of the 
Zionist insistence 
on self-help. The 
result: “An in 
spired people re- 
deemed a sick and 
tired land and in 
so doing redeemed 
themselves.” 

History, however, 
keeps on happen- 
ing, and the story 
of Israel] is still being written—most 
recently, in newspaper headlines telling 
of renewed border clashes and con- 
tinued failure to bring permanent 
peace and stability to the area. Where 
does the American Jew stand in rela- 
tion to Israel today? 


In answer, Rabbi Miller first disposes 
of the myth that Zionist doctrine re- 
quires all Jews to go to Israel, and 
that any Jews who remain outside 
Israel are “exiles.” Zionism has never 
meant that, Rabbi Miller states, and 
quotes Theodore Herzl, founder of the 
Zionist movement, to document the 
point. But, he adds, Jews are linked 
—by a common history, common mem- 
ories and a common faith—to one an- 
other and to Israel. 


Here is the theme of the book—that 
Israel is not simply a shelter for the 
homeless, but a “house of life,” a source 
of inspiration and renewed values for 
Jews the world over. American Jews 
thus have a responsibility to help build 
Israel as part of their contribution to 
the task of making the ideals of Juda- 
ism come true. In this task, Rabbi 
Miller adds, there is no inconsistency 
between loyalty to America and loyalty 
to Judaism. 

Rabbi Miller has written an illumi- 
nating appreciation of Israel as a cen- 
tral idea of history. The reader will 
come to understand why, in the words 
of Israel Ambassador Abba Eban’'s in- 
troduction, “those who have labored in 
Israel's cause have been rewarded by 
the exhilaration of contact with eter- 
nity.”

Y SON, who is eight, is a 
Mees bright boy in the third 

grade, receiving superior 
grades. He is rather small for 
his age, is very active, extreme- 
ly talkative, sociable, craves 
companionship, ig sometimes 
timid with strangers, very hon- 
est, overly-conscientious, but is 
a bit of a dreamer. He is very 
slow physically and somewhat 
lazy. He learns vefy quickly 
and remembers everything he 
learns. He is also very sensitive 
and can't stand disappointments. 
He cries easily. He is very ex- 
citable and a worrier, and we 
don't tell him about our plans 
too far in advance. He has 
great difficulty in getting to 
Sleep at night and hates to go 
to bed. 

Our main difficulty with 
him is the fact that he is so 
afraid to try anything new. 
When he first went to church 
at the age of four, he was 
spanked for misbehaving once 
and then refused to go because 


he said he ‘couldn’t be that 
good.’ When he entered the 
first grade, he didn’t want to 


go to school unless I went with 
him. Once he got there, he was 
perfectly happy.

“HE HAS BEEN A MEM-

Criticism and 
disapproval will further weaken 
him. Approval and praise will 
help him to feel more secure 
and readier to try difficult 
things.

ACCIDENTS don’t happen in 
equal proportion to the mem- 
bers of every home. In one 
Detroit survey, for example, 
seven-tenths of 1 per cent of all 
automobile drivers were re- 
sponsible for 27 per cent of the 
traffic accidents. In a special 
study of taxicab drivers, 6 per 
cent were found to be causing 
72 per cent of the accidents. 
Taking the larger _ picture, 
various studies indicate that 80 
per cent of all accidents were 
caused by “accident prone” 
people. What makes them that 
way? 

Here is a list of conditions 
found too frequently in the 
background of accident-prone 
drivers: 

Family background: extreme- 
ly disorganized; father was a 
poor provider, alcoholic, exces- 
sively strict. 

Maladjustments in childhood: 
excessive juvenile delinquency, 
numerous fears. 

Work record: frequent 
changes of employment, poor 
relations with employer. 


Social adjustment: poor: few Grand Rapids, which predict 


friends; principal hobbies— 


sports, drinking, gambling, 
dancing. 
Sexual adjustment: inade- 


quate, promiscuous, high ven- 
ereal disease rate.

If you have given your off- 
spring that kind of a start, they 
shouldn't be allowed toedrive a 
car.

At the Child Education Foundation in New York City, chil- 
dren of 2 and 3 are taught to take everything off the man- 
telpiece then put it back; to take candles out of the holders 
and put them back; and so on. Your 4-year-old could dry 
the silverware when you wash the dishes, and help in a 
dozen other ways. 

All of us tend to feel, Se that the ideal child 
is one who is very quiet, very obedient—in a word, very 
passive. It’s not true. Psychologist Rose Alschuler com- 
pared two groups of young children in Chicago—about the 
the age of your boy, Mrs. P. One group came from homes 
where their mothers had the negative ideal of children’s 
goodness that I have just described. The other came’ from 
homes where their mothers had allowed the children to 
help up to the limit of their ability—washing, dressing and 
feeding themselves, dusting, sweeping the stairs, washing 
pays, crockery and other things not easily injured, and sort- 
ing out the silverware in the drawer.

Lorrain D'Essen Does $100,000-a-Year 
Business Supplying ‘Personalities’ 


Ranging From Kangaroo to Llamas to. 


A Snake for Various Enterprises

NEW YORK, Jan. 9. 


ORRAIN D’ESSEN may just possibly be the only person in 
L the whole history of New York who ever walked Manhattan's 

streets with a‘kangaroo on a leash. She may also well be the 
only person in the world who sees nothing strange in snviting a 
llama into her living room to look at television. 

Entertaining unusual houseguests like kangaroos and llamas 
js all part of Mrs. D’Essen’s job. She calls herself an animal 
talent scout and does a $100,000-a-year business furnishing 


animals “with highly developed personalities” 


for television, 


movies, advertising agencies and industrial firms. 


Of the some 750 animal actors 
listed with Mrs. D’Essen’s cast- 
ing bureau for furred and feath- 
ered creatures, many are her 
own property. She has a 37- 
acre farm in Gillette, N.., 
where she keeps everything 
from a talented tortoise to an 
Australian nocturnal marsupial 
called a wombat, When she has 
a call for, say, a great dane, she 
simply drives over to her farm, 
picks up the canine performer, 
beds him down for the night in 
her three-story Greenwich Vil- 
lage brownstone house, and the 
next day chauffeurs him off to 
his television rehearsal. 


When Mrs. D’Essen gets a 
call for something like a whale 
or an elephant, neither of which 
happens to be members of her 
permament family, she rents 
the needed performer. 


“But mostly the real star per- 
formers belong right in the 
family,” Lorrain explained, 
“For instance there’s Llinda, the 
llama. Llinda grew up with us, 
She did a high-fashion model- 
ing job, posing with a bright 
pink ribbon around her neck 
for a nail polish ad that is now 
in the slick paper magazines. 

“Baron and Lady Wolfschmidt, 
our 14-month-old Russian wolf- 
hounds, recently finished work- 
ing in a motion picture, “The 
Eddie Duchin Story.” Minkie, 
our eight-year-old Siamese cat, 
has appeared in five dramatic 
TV shows, and along with Mil- 
dred, the goose and Wimpy, 
the wombat, made a Christmas 
film for kiddies. 

“Tom, the. turkey, is, of 
course, in great demand as a 
performer around Thanksgiv- 
ing, and Mortimer, the goat, 
will soon be going into his busy 
season posing for next year's 
bock beer ads.” 

Mrs. D’Essen’s actors aren't 
trick animals and they aren't 
trained to go through routines. 
But all have perfect animal 
manners. And each possesses 
a decided personality. 

“What gives an animal per- 
sonality is attention,” she ex- 
plains. “Give animals plenty 
of love, attention and under- 
standing and they respond just 
like human beings.” 

Mrs. D’Essen cites Winifred, 
the kangaroo, as a perfect ex- 
ample of how her animals 
respond to affection. When 
Winifred first came to her, the 
baby kangaroo was anything but 
a joy to have around the house. 
With a few weeks of patient 
training, Winifred was house- 
broken, enjoyed walking with 
her mistress on a leash, and in- 
stead of leaping kangaroo-style 
around her new home began to 
spend most of her spare time 
snoozing in a corner, Of course, 
says Mrs. D’Essen, Winifred 
learned a great deal from her 
constant companion, Dickie, a 
great dane. 

“Until his death recently, we 
always called Dickie the chair- 
man Of the board of Animal 
Talent Scouts, Inc.,” Mrs. D’Es- 
sen smiled. “He was a great 
dog.”

CTUALLY it was Dickie 
A tnt led Lorrain D’Essen 

into the animal scout ven- 
ture. A wedding present from 
her husband, a New York pub- 
lic relations man, Bernard 
D’Essen, Dickie was just a pup 
when he took up residence with 
the D’Essens. 

Soon he grew to be an enor- 
mous fellow and friends of 
Lorrain and Bernard wondered 
how On earth they could man- 
age such a big dog in the small 
apartment in which they then 
lived. 

A TV commentator invited 
Lorrain to appear with Dickie 
on a program and explain why 
om earth anyone wotild choose 
to keep a great dane as a pet 
in a New York apartment. 

Needless to say, Dickie stole 
the show. His perfect manners 
and slightly - bored - with - the - 
whole-business air delighted his 
viewers. Soon Lorrain and 
Dickie were deluged with invi- 
tations to appear on other TV 
shows. And then Dickie was in-

was for Dickie to put his paws 
on Gleason’s shoulders and give 
the comedian a big kiss on the 
cheek. 

“It was easy,”’ Lorrain laughs. 
“Jackie rubbed a slab of liver- 
wurst on his cheek before he 
came on stage and Dickie, who 
loved liverwurst, licked Jackie's 
cheek.” 

From her. experience with 
Dickie on TV, Lorrain decided 
that there was a real field for 
animal actors on television. She 
let it be known in TV circles 
that whenever a script called for 
an animal, she was available to 
do the talent scouting. Before 
long she was running an animal 
casting bureau of considerable 
size and in 1952 quit her job 
in the advertising business to 
devote her whole time to being 
an animal talent scout. Now 
incorporated as Animal Talent 
Scouts, her new business last 
year grossed $100,000 and her 
investment in animals which 
she keeps on her New Jersey 
farm is growing daily. 

Once a successful New York 
model before going into the ad- 
vertising business, Lorrain 
thinks that today she has the 
perfect job. 

“I've been an animal fancier 
all my life,” she said. “As a 
child in New England I was al- 
ways picking up stray kittens 
and crippled birds. I’ve never 
seen an animal I couldn't love.

§ place orders that tax her in- 


genuity. Once a TV producer 
called her on the phone and 
said he had to have a mosquito 
for a certain program. It was 
the middle of February. 

Lorrain and her husband 
poked around the New Jersey 


farm but there just weren't any 
mosquitoes left over from the 
summer. Finally by long dis- 
tance phone she found a medi- 
cal laboratory in Florida willing 
to sell her a “block” of mosqui- 
toes. The mosquitoes arrived 
by plane and Lorrain Selected 
a healthy looking specimen and 


took it to the TV studio. 

“That mosquito had a real 
acting talent,” Lorrain laughs. 
“The scene called for a closeup 
of the mosquito biting a man’s 
arm. Well, that mosquito stung 
right on cue and you could see 
the welt rising on the man’s 
arm. Somehow I had with 


luck chosen a female mosquito. 
I understand the males don't 
bite.” 


Lorrain charged the studio 
$100 for that mosquito. They 
paid without a murmur. The 
$100-a-performance is average 


pay for most of Lorrain’s anl- 
mal actors.

Notes on Stairs. 


EW persons, with the excep- 

tion of small children who 

have not as yet learned 
better, enjoy climbing up and 
down stairs. But the sad fact 
remains that to get from one 
floor to another most of us 
must use stairs. So if we are 
stuck with them we might as 
well make them as comfortable 
and safe as possible. 

All stairs should be provided 
with a hand rail and this should 
be securely fastened to a wall 
or to posts. A hand rail is not 
only a good thing to have from 
a safety point of view but it's 
very helpful for the very young 
and older people who like to 
have a little help when climbing 
up. If you don’t happen to have

Well, West surely wouldn't 
have opened a diamond if he 
had held the Q-J-10-2 of hearts, 
and so he must have the one 
outstanding diamond, the king, 
along with four clubs. All South 


had to do was lead the heart to 
his king, and West would have 
been the one to be squeezed, in 
diamonds-clubs

LEAVING ALL THAT aside, 
T want to talk about juvenile 
delinquency in the middle class.

Adolescents become delin- 
quent because they find no 
meaning in life, and they find 
no meaning because it is ob- 
vious to them that it has no 
meaning for their parents and 
teachers. But whereas the lat- 
ter group have become dulled 
to the utter senselessness of 
their lives, or in some cases 
manage to live on a slender in- 
herited capital which they nev- 
er augment, the adolescent re- 
jects a life devoid of meaning, 
and he strikes out with fury. 
“Anything for kicks,” is his 
motto. 

And he is thoroughly justified 
in thinking that he is entitled 
to a kick out of life, that life 
should pack a wallop.

When the ersatz of vandalism 
fails to satisfy the need for real 
life, some adolescents proceed 
to sadism.

Diagnosis 
Of Acute 
Appendicitis

EAR DR. STEINCROHN: I 
as caught up in the cross- 
fire of “shop-talk” between 
two doctors at a dinner party 
the other night. They were dis- 
cussing appendicitis. One said 
the diagnosis is easy; the dther 
said there are times when acute 
appendicitis can fool you. 

As a layman I don't know 
whom to believe. I've always 
thought that the diagnosis of 
acute appendicitis is one of the 
simplest doctors have to make.

ANSWER: When the doctor 
is on his diagnostic toes he will 
not usually miss the diagnosis 
of acute appendicitis. Sudden, 
continuing abdominal pain 
makes him at once suspicious. 
Especially so if there is nau- 
sea or' vomiting; tenderness or 
pressure over a certain area in 
the right lower abdomen: rigid- 
ity or stiffening of the muscles 
on the right side; and a high 
white blood count.

The good diagnostician also 
bears in mind that acute ap- 
pendicitis can be present with- 
out all these signs and symp- 
toms. Some of the worst ap- 
pendices I have seen at opera- 
tion occurred in patients who 
had only vague pains and only 
Slight tenderness,

DR. W. H. GALLOWAY of 
the University of Aberdeen, 
Scotland, believes that doctors 
should be especially on the 
lookout in measles patients. In 
18 months he personally ob- 
Served seven cases of acute 
appendicitis during measles. 
He strongly recommends imme- 
diate operation on any child 
with measles who shows symp- 
toms of acute appendicitis. 


On the other hand Dr. G. W. 
Ronaldson, writing in the Brit- 
ish Medical Journal, advises the 
conservative approach. All doc- 
tors—whatever the country 
they practice in—are agreed 
that we should treat the unruly 
appendix with respect.

It, seems that if this tendency 
is thwarted the energy directed 
towards life undergoes a proc- 
ess of decomposition and 
changes into energies directed 
toward destruction. . The 
more the drive toward life is 
thwarted, the stronger is the 
drive toward destruction; the 
more life is realized, the less 
is the strength of destructive- 


ness.
